REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The plea if often entered against the modern system of 
graded schools that it destroys individuality, reducing all to the 
dead level of uniformity by its cast iron methods of marking 
and grading. While we recognize a certain force and perti- 
nence-in this criticism, we cannot believe that a return to the 
older methods of ungraded freedom is desirable. No method, 
that human ingenuity can devise, will be free from imperfec- 
tions, or work in all cases without friction. It is incumbent 
upon us to adopt the method that appears to have the greatest 
number of merits with the fewest defects. | 

From our teachers we do not require a uniformity in methods 
of teaching and discipline; for we think that teachers of char- 
acter and enthusiasm can produce the best results when allowed 
to work in their own way. As to the kind and quality of the 
results, we care more for the formation of earnest habits of 
study and thought than for the number of books studied or 
amount memorized. She at 
- Having spoken of the work of our teachers, we cannot forbear, 
in this connection, giving our tribute to the general excellence 
of the work done by them. Most of them have been with us 
several years, and we have no reason to regret retaming them, 
for by their devotion te their work we find the quality of that 
work improved from year to year. 


PROMOTIONS, 

Of all subjects that come before the School Board, none are 
more difficult to decide with justice to all than that of promo- 
tions. At the close of the year, when the question comes up, 
there are always several pupils in almost every class, who, either 
through idleness or incapacity or having lost time from 
sickness or other causes, have not done the year’s work satis- 
factorily and are not competent to go on with their class. 
Most of these dislike to fall back into a lower class, and come 
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to the committee with the earnest request that they be allowed 
to go on with their class, making promises of very faithful work 
if allowed to do so. The parents frequently join in these re- 
quests, saying that had they known before the close of the year 
that their child was falling behind they would have given assist- 
ance and kept up the standard of scholarship, but that they knew 
nothing of it until the final examination showed the deficiency. 
In order that both pupils and parents may know in advance the 
probable outcome of the year’s work, we have decided to have 
the promotions depend upon the average of the written examin- 
ations during the year, instead of upon a final examination at 
the end of the year. Parents who are anxious to have their 
children keep on with their classes will do well to notice their 
standing zow as shown in the reports and act accordingly, in- 
stead of waiting until the end of the year and then attempting 
to remedy defects. 


ADMISSION TO THE PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


To avoid the endless confusion and multiplication of classes 
consequent upon the entrance of, young children at different 
times of the year, we have made the rule that no child will be 
admitted except at the beginning of the fall term, unless fitted to 
enter one of the existing classes. By adhering to this rule we 
hope to reduce the number of classes to three instead of the five 
that have often been found necessary. 


WATER SUPPLY OF CENTER SCHOOL. 


During the prevalence of typhoid fever in the fall term, the 
fact that so many school children were attacked led some to 
suppose that it might be due to impurities in the school water. 
To allay this fear we sent a sample of the water for analysis. 
The chemical analysis, while showing, as we anticipated, no im- 
purities that could produce typhoid fever, did show an amount 
of lead which the chemist pronounced “absolutely poisonous.” 
We accordingly made arrangements with Nichols Bros. & 
Townsend to furnish the school with water until it could be 
seen what action the district would take.

Since the change of the High School course from a three 
year’s to a four year’s course, the teachers have been arranging 
and perfecting the program, and present below the result of 
their labors as being what they believe to be the best practica- 
ble curriculum.

It will be observed that the Classical and English courses of 
study are alike in two studies each term. It has been found 
that in the latter part of the Classical course, some pupils have 
desired to change Latin for work in Science. ._This has been 
allowed, provided that three advance studies have been taken. 
It is especially likely that pupils may differ in their wants in 
Senior year, and for that reason more variety is offered. 

The aim of the Classical course is to give those desiring to 
_ enter college the needed preparation. Solid geometry is not 
placed in it, but it might be taken in place of one year’s work 
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in some other line, if there were those desiring to enter col- 
leges where this was required. This would also be true in the 
English course, where pupils desired it for entrance to the 
technical schools. In each course there are likely to be slight 
deviations, according to the character of different classes.
